Hamon's fortune at his death was 


estimated conservatively at $30,000,000. 


After making his foitune, Hamon 


started to take an interest in politics. 
He was such an "outsider" only a fow 
years ago that when he went to the 
republican national convention m 1916 
he did not have a ticket and it was 
only through the kindness of a friend 
that he was able to obtain admittance. 
But Hamon worked his political game 
to the limit and after a bitter fight 
was named the state's national com- 
mitteeman. 


He was one of the original boosters 


of Warren G. Harding for the presi- 
dential nomination and worked for the 
Ohloan's success long before the Chi- 
cago convention.

Political parties came along and seized 
the machinery so elaborately set up and 
used it for their own purpose. Now, 
scarcely a voter realizes that he or she is 
voting for "presidential electors.'' 


But though the machinery is ineffec- 


tive in carrying out its original purpose, 
it is effective in giving political conven- 
tions and political bosses an opportunity 
to exclude from a possibility of running 
for president anybody except the choice 
of a political convention. 


Xorris' plan of abolishing the electoral

tached. 
Before they are so placed they 


have to be manufactured. The majority 
of them now are made in the home plant. 
of metal chemically tested before it is 
used. In the early days of automobile 
manufacture only a few hundred cars 
were made in a year by any one concern. 
"When one finally produced a thousand it 
was the wonder of the trade. 


Xow one plant turns out nearly five 


times that many in a single day. It has 
produced at the rate of a complete auto- 
mobile every eighteen and a half seconds, 
three in a minute and about one hundred 
and fifty in an hour. And it is primarily 
due to the organizing and inventive geni- 
us of one man who happened to have a 
liking for that particular work. His crit- 
ics have said that the success of his com- 
pany was due to his associates rather than 
to him. But in the last, three years his old 
associates have left him literally by hun- 
dreds. Yet the plant proceeds to greater 
accomplishments than ever.

DAMPNESS AND NO HEAT 


Our politicians, as ever eager to seize the more

I'll gladly give, at any regular rate, expert 
testimony against a landlord as a factor, of nervoua 
prostration, high blood pressure, insomnia and anxi- 
ety neurosis, but when it comes to a question of 
pneumonia, I must testify that tho landlord positive- 
ly is not guilty. It would De love's labor lost for 
him to grind down on the heat as a means to that 
°nd. His chance of success would be better it he 
would overheat 'em to the verge of suffocation.

say, as I do say, that the conventionalized landlord, 
skimping about ten degress Fahrenheit on the heat 
through every cold spell, is in reality acting as a 
good friend of his tenants.

Mr. Berliner's baby nearly died, and 


the inventor was convinced that im- 
pure milk was responsible. He began 
to inquire about conditions in dairies 
chances for bacteria to be transmitted 
from the cow and the milker into the 
milk, chances of infection from these 
bacteria. 
Mr. Berliner 
organized a 


milk society in Washington and hclp,- 
ed to get together the most important 
scientists and health experts in the 
country for the Washington milk con- 
ference in 1907. He pointed out to 
the people that one baby in four died 
in Washington in its first year, and 
that undoubtedly impure milk was the 
cause cf a. large percentage of thepo 
deaths. 
The truth of this claim Is 


conceded now. Whereas 20 years ago, 
one baby in four died, today, with a 
well-guarded milk supply, the loss has 
been reduced to one baby in twelve.

is over the tuberculin test. New York

eral days old before it can be delivered 
to the consumer. 
Cheap milk from 


a distant dairy is a doubtful bargain. 


The tuberculin test, which health 


officials are struggling to obtain or to 
enforce is, Mr. Berliner points out, an 
elementary-precaution. A herd of 
cows is tested and none is infected. 
Six months later the test is again 
made and one or several cows 
arc 


found tubercular. It" the disease was 
contracted shortly after the first test, 
then the milk from that herd may 
have been laden witlitubercle bacilli 
for several months. 
The 
tuberculin 


test is valuable to tho dairyman in 
that it may sa.ve his entire hord^rom 
infection, but it is not enough of a 
protection to the public. To give the 
pub-He clean milk, Mr. Berliner urges 
that every city should insist on prop- 
er pasteurization of its entire supply 
of milk and cream. 


.Pasteurization destroys 03 per cent 


of the bacilli which flourish in milk, 
even from 
well-ma-naged 
dairies. 


Cleanliness in dairy-farming is grow- 
ing, and the proportion of pasteurized 
milk and croam is steadily increas- 
ing, through pressure of health offici- 
als and demands of the public, and al- 
so because the dairy business is grad- 
ually separating 
from 
the general 


farm. 
Special precautions and cere- 


monies, that often seem so much extra 
trouble to tho busy farmer who sends 
a few gallons of milk to town as a 
side line, become an accepted part of 
the routine on a large dairy farm. 


With growing efficiency in the dairy 


busines and the dairy farmers organ- 
izing, the milk outlook is more hope- 
ful than it has been though it will bo 
some time before the United States is 
raising 43,000,000 cows instead of its 
present herd of 23,000,000 and every- 
body is drinking tho proper amount 
of milk to keep his diet 
properly
